| Well, friends - big news - it looks like Gus is taking us to 
-~ Nashville, Tennessee next week! 


. | know it's been several days since our last update. Prior to 
the last 24 hours, not much had changed since my last 
post. We were also waiting for confirmation regarding a 
transfer. Here's the latest: 


Big news first. Because Gus has not stopped putting out copious 
amounts of fluid through his chest, our team has decided to get 
specialized care for his chylothorax, which is predominantly a lymphatic 
issue, as well as the primary cause of his chest output. There are not a 
lot of centers that can provide the specific diagnostic and interventional 
treatment Gus needs. CHOP is one. Vanderbilt is another. Thanks to 
connections between our team and Vanderbilt, we anticipate going to 
Nashville early next week. CONTINUED ON BACK> 


Admittedly, this is a huge adjustment. The hope is that our trip will be 
only as long as needed, and that we'll be back at Norton's in no time -- 
but knowing Gus has a history of destabilizing in the wake of various 
procedures, we won't be surprised if we're in Nashville waiting for him to 
recover from a lymphangiogram and whatever intervention follows. Our 
prayer is that this will truly provide the solution we need to get back on 
the pathway to recovery. While our team has been able to keep Gus 
stable by balancing his fluids, it's not sustainable. Assuming it is in fact a 
lymphatic issue, we hope the team at Vanderbilt will provide the solution 
Gus needs so desperately. 


It's hard to think about going somewhere else. The team here at Norton 
Children's Hospital is incredible. Adjusting to a new team with different 
dynamics will be difficult, but we are optimistic. We look forward to 
meeting new providers and nurses at Vanderbilt, another leading medical 
center here in the US. 


God has brought us this far. We look forward to seeing what more he will 
do for his glory and our good. Please pray that the logistics -- 
transportation and insurance -- will get worked out in a timely fashion 
over the next few days. Gus needs treatment for his chest drainage 
issues as soon as possible. 


Regarding other recent prayer requests and changes: Gus' kidneys 
appear to have stabilized somewhat. His renal function panels have 
shown slight improvement. His urine output has improved, though it is 
still low. Today he peed more in twelve hours than the previous 24 hours 
combined! (PTL) We may not need to use the PD Cath for dialysis until 
later on -- he's still retaining fluid (despite drainage out of the chest). He's 
also back on monogenic feeds today (intended to provide nutrition 
without exacerbating his chyle drainage). On the down side, a soutum 
culture showed signs of a bug. Our team believes he's colonized, not 
infected, likely as a result of having a breathing tube for almost 50 days. 
Thankfully his other cultures haven't grown anything, but we remain 
cautious as an infection could present huge risks for a patient like Gus. 


Overall, though, today was a good day. He got held. Sat up in bed for a 
while (with support). He's been awake and pleasant. Our little family of 
three have been blessed to be together today. For that, among many 
other things, we are thankful. 


Tomorrow marks 100 days of being in the hospital. 100 days of amazing 
support from friends and family. 100 days of hard work on the part of an 
amazing medical team at Norton's. 100 days of God's kindness and 
mercy. Please keep praying for us friends -- lungs, kidneys, heart, 
lymphatic system, big changes ahead, new medical team. It's daunting 
and we are tired, but God is good and we are grateful to be on this 


adventure with our son.—Mark Joubert
